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workplace needs. Considering these factors when planning
space can avoid future costs when programs change,
functional units expand or contract, or organizations
reorganize their overall structure.

Space Planning: The efficient use of space is also a key
element in creating a successful work environment. General
considerations include the overall circulation flow; any
necessary areas for privacy or group meetings, unique layout
needs, and avoiding overly crowded areas and awkward empty
space. Employees often become frustrated with their
environment if they run into situations where their workspace
is unsuitable for the task at hand.

Ergonomics: Ergonomics consider the interaction between
people and the objects they use in their work. Ergonomic
programs range from providing basic staff training to
complete workspace safety evaluations. Attention to
ergonomics demonstrates that the employer cares about the
health of its employees. Ergonomic programs have been
successful at lowering workers’ compensation claims and
lowering lost time from work due to injury. They have also
proven their value in improving productivity.

Aesthetics: The blend of color and lighting, plus the
coordination of fabrics, furniture, and fixtures have the most
visible effect on the workspace character. Color and lighting
can be combined to create distinct environments and even
impact psychological moods. A space can have high quality

from a distance. The “Thermal Camera” sees through smoke,
tear gas, rain, sleet, snow, hail, smog, and blowing dust – usually
as if the obscurant was not even there. The “Thermal Camera”
will always see better and further than your naked eye or video
camera.
